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(54) Title: PROCESS FOR REMOVING A CONTAMINANT FROM CONTAMINATED GROUNDWATER 
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(57) Abstract: The invention relates to a process for removing a contaminant from groundwater wherein it is not necessary for 
groundwater to be extracted from the soil. To that end, the process according to the invention comprises the following steps: a) a 
biologically active layer (2) is applied on or in the soil b) the contaminated groundwater is contacted with the biologically active layer 
(2). The contaminant is converted in the biologically active layer. The biologically active layer (2) may be applied discontinuously. 
The contaminated groundwater may be contacted with the biologically active layer with the aid of for example a gas. 
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
